I.  — The  highest  bidder  to  be  the  purchaser,  who  shall  give  in  his  or  her  name  and 

place  of  abode,  and  immediately  pay  down  a  deposit  of  Twenty-five  per 
cent,,  or  any  other  higher  sum,  if  required,  in  part  payment  of  the  purchase
